To avoid deterioration and to balance supplies with nceds, some stocks of 
fdod and other agricultural products are being returned to civilian trade channels. 


In the re-sale 
of these stocks—which are never large in comparison with the total supply——it shall be the policy 
of the WA to use established trade channels and to use every effort to avoid disrupting regular 
markets. 


These reports of sales of such stocks enable producers, processors, vendors and others to 
follew current sales and to know what commodities are being sold, what quantity, and at what priccs.
